It’s probably the best in the rose-red 
class. It wins consistently the highest awards at the largest 


shows. Just a “MUST HAVE.” 


DIEPPE 


Deep salmon-scarlet and certainly is one of the best ten. 
Beautiful grower and fine consistent bloomer. As far as we 
can see it just doesn’t have any serious faults. 
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The new fragrant Gladiolus with size, color, 
good growing habits as well. Very noticeable when 
confined in a room for a few hours or in the 
newly opened flowers in the early morning. This 
should be valuable to hybridizers working on 
fragrance. 


This variety was not introduced on its merit 
of fragrance alone, as it is a very fine easy grower, 
making 414 to 5 ft. spikes under normal condi- 
tions and very heavy rank grower from bulblets. 
Every large bulb makes two fine spikes, both the 
same size and usually no more or no less. Will 
cut 100% first class usable spikes. In my opinion 
the classification on this Glad should be 460 
but the 500 size can be grown easily by de-eying 
the bulbs and growing one spike instead of two. 


Color, light rose, a shade lighter than Cha- 
mouny and a color that takes with the public. 
One thing I have noticed, as spikes bloom out 
especially when cut, the florets deepen in shade 
instead of fade. Florets open beautifully when cut 
tight, adding to its commercial value. GWEN is 
only a moderate propagator and will remain in se- 
lect growers lists for some time. If you grow cut 
flowers this variety will be very valuable to have 
in your collection.

MINIATURES 


Several years ago I began growing the smallest Glads 
I was able to find. There was something about these 
little ones that gave me the urge to continue to grow 
them even though I could get no encouragement. 
They were shunned, few if any were seen at the shows. 
I realized the colors were not so good, they were badly 
hooded, showing they were not too far removed from the 
old primulinus species. But the trend was for big and 
still bigger ones. 

Only in recent years have the hybridizers realized that 
this was a wide open field, and as a result of their efforts, 
we now have a few miniatures of the big Glads. A few of 
them lack the objectionable hooding, but have wide open 
florets, bright and brilliant colors, and possess a beau- 
tiful little slightly informal or formal flower head. 


In the last three years the show tables have been load- 
ing up with these Baby Glads and they are now enjoying a 
realm of real popularity among the Glad fans them- 
selves. The public as yet hasn’t had a chance to acclaim 
or veto the new creations. The florists haven’t yet dis- 
covered that these miniatures have a use. They are still 
too busy making funeral pieces out of a dozen giants, 
a little green and a ribbon. Don’t they realize the 
American public is always looking for something differ- 
ent?

SIZES: You should plant No. 1 bulbs where the earliest 
flowers are wanted, but otherwise No. 2 or No. 3 size will 
make very fine flowers and we highly recommend these 
two sizes. If you are located in the deep south you 
probably will still want No. 1 size as the larger the 
bulb the better the flower for the hotter climates. Even 
No. 4 size will bloom well but the stem will not be 
quite so heavy and it may lack some buds.

warded Top Score in Gladiolus: Performance 


This season has been about as ideal for growing good spikes, as we could wish. As our 
growing is average field conditions, including show garden, average farm land, and 100% 
tractor work, this report is not puffed or blown up, from professional growing methods, 
secret formulas, and the like. A variety performing well under these average conditions 
must have some merit, and these are the ones we consider for future growing. Those with 
weak tendencies, undesirable growing habits, just fade out of the picture. We are not often 
wrong in our decisions of discarding even the first year although we always give a variety 
a two seasons trial. 


it’s Birch Red For Me 


In my opinion nothing yet approaches BIRCH RED in that medium dark red class al- 
though REGAL RED can’t be overlooked. Both bloom late. HAROLD K. was also good. 
As usual RED WING in the scarlets was simply out of this world and I predict a long and extended future for it. 
BONFIRE is making its nod as a potential new commercial. A fire-red self that is a near 100% perfect cutter. 
NANCY has been good but I wish the flower head would stretch up. RADIANCE was a pleasant surprise, although 
not a new variety. BLACK CHERRY, NILA, GARNET GLOW, and MRS. R. G. BOTH all were good black-reds 
with GARNET GLOW taking the lead and NILA close behind. 


Try Florence Nightingale For White 


FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE is the most outstanding since LEADING LADY and SILVER WINGS, but I 
don’t believe it can beat the latter two. LADY ANN with its huge size is proving a good early commercial. ATHENE 
with the appearance of a 300 class white is exceptionally tall and straight. CONNIE G. is so far disappointing in 
the way it burns. CYNTHIA was the first yellow to bloom and is really good. Both SUNDANCE and LODESTAR 
have size and charm in their ruffling. We intend to propagate them as fast as we can. GENE will be a valuable 
early cut flower. 


2 Beautiful Pinks 


Of the new pinks ROWENA and ANDRENA are the most beautiful, with the orchid-pink of ORCHID BELLE in 
a class by itself. CITATION and SKYWAY are tall rugged growers and so near alike it bothers me to distinguish 
one from the other. Had some huge spikes of HEARTS DESIRE, and CONNECTICUT YANKEE was in its usual 
form—one of the best. I am still trying to grow a good spike of EVANGELINE. CLARENCE FORTNAM makes 
some real spikes even from small bulbs. TIVOLI can’t be overlooked nor can the now old varieties MARION 


PEARL, BEAUTY’S BLUSH and TRUE LOVE. 


Orange Gold—A Class In Its Own 


I didn’t have any new orange varieties with any world beater tag hung on them this year. BETTY DUNCAN was 
tall and a nice color. Classified a 400 but it appears like a large 300 to me. ORANGE GOLD is still in a class by it- 
self, with ORANGE PRINCE and TROCADERO the best ever. Its going to be some time before BURMA is 
beaten in the rose-red group although BOULOGNE will be very popular. We are very enthusiastic about the va- 
riety GWEN. Its growing habits are exceptional, even from small bulbs and bulblets it makes fine spikes. ROSE 
CHARM with its long stretchy wiry stems, makes beautiful baskets and a vase of them in our exhibit at the 
Boston Show was much admired. TOPFLITE was the best it’s ever been while VENIDA takes a year off. For a red- 
salmon DIEPPE is my favorite while FRASER with its ruffled bloom looks real] good. 


MONTPELIER is giving us a surprise. For two years now it has put PICARDY to shame, although not quite 
as large. It seems SPIC AND SPAN has come to stay. POLYNESIA is one of the best from Europe. 


The Supreme Elizabeth The Queen 


In my estimation ELIZABETH THE QUEEN still stands supreme in spite of many new lavenders. GAIL is an 
entirely different type of lavender and as usual was very tall and stately. WEDGEWOOD was just as popular as 
ever. PATRICIAN made the best spikes ever. PATROL again was outstanding and I predict a great future for 
it. OCTOBER SUNSHINE is a similar color but a faster propagator and was liked by the florists and everyone 
that saw it. It was an off year for SUNSPOT. It was better in 1949 in dry hot weather. BLUE ICE seemed to like 
the moderately cool damp weather and was the best I have ever had. BLUE BOY was also good but I wish it 
would push up a little longer stem. I have always considered RAVEL the best all around so called blue, but 
this was also its vacation year. PORCELAIN BLUE, the largest of all, was real nice. 


A Good “Smoky’’ 

I think BRONZE KING is about the smoothest of all smokies unless it might be Both’s PASTEL. CHARMO- 
LUCK looked good from small bulbs. DUSTY MILLER as usual was very dependable. While there are always some 
short flower heads, C. W. GANNETT has made some simply huge spikes. TUNIA’S ARTISTOCRAT was also huge 
but you have to cut it as it begins to open. It will not stand wind or rain. 

There were dozens of others that should be mentioned but the ones I have named probably were the high 
points of interest. A few fell down from their usual good record but Glads have off seasons the same as we have 
off days.

Questions We Are Often Asked 


Why do my bulbs all go back to that small yellow (or pink or orange)? Your bulbs do not change 
or revert back at all, even though people have asked this question hundreds of times. If you would keep 
your varieties separate you will find this is true, but you will find that some are very prolific, while others 
are weak and have no resistance to disease, virus, etc. The prolific variety propagates exceptionally fast, 
probably from the bulbs splitting up as well as from‘bulblets. As a result, in two or three years time, 
you will increase the percentage of this variety many, many times. Again, the bulbs of this variety will 
no doubt keep well. No, I have never seen one change in our long experience in growing hundreds of 
acres. 


What is a “‘Sport?”’ 

Sports are not uncommon, but actually not over one in a half million is found. This is probably 
a freak of Nature, as a bulb will develop an entirely different colored flower. The form of the flower can 
also be changed, but as a rule the color sport usually carries the same characteristics as the parent 
plant. Sometimes the plant itself changes but is usually overlooked. If your varieties are all labeled and 
another color shows up or an exceptionally heavy or weak grower appears, it could be a sport, but in- 
variably will have some characteristics of the variety. Sports will revert to the mother plant or variety, 
and this must be expected. One in 500 is not unusual. 


Bulbs Running Out 


Why do bulbs run out after two or three years? The answer is simply just plain old age. The bulbs of 
some varieties often split up and these splits will carry on for a time, but the quality of your blooms is 
apt to get poorer. You have to grow some bulblets on or else buy some new bulbs every two or three 
years. Some varieties will hold up and produce longer than others, but eventually young blood is needed. 


Prices 


Why is one variety listed at $5.00 each and another at 10c? The $5.00 variety may or may not be any 
better than the 10c one. It simply means that the high priced one is new, stock is very scarce, there may 
not be 500 bulbs in all sizes in existence. It may be a slow propagator but well worth keeping which tends 
to keep it high. Most $5.00 bulbs will reach the rock bottom price in from four to eight years with a 
gradual decline as stock becomes more plentiful. Quality has nothing to do with price. 


Seediings—Tens of Thousands to Produce One Good Variety 


How are new varieties developed? Some people think that new varieties come from growing the bulb- 
lets that form on the large bulb. No, bulblets come true to the parent. New varieties or seedlings are de- 
veloped from the seed that forms on the flower spike. Bees, insects and the wind will do the fertilizing, but 
hybridizers like to have true, straight crosses, and do it by hand, and placing a paper bag or protecting 
cover over the flower so that no foreign pollen is received from the bees, etc. There may be 100 or more 
seeds in a pod of which no two will be exactly alike. However, not every one of these seeds makes a 
worthy variety. The tendency is toward poor colors, weakness, and undesirables. It takes many thou- 
sands of seeds, a lot of time and enough records to equal a small business to grow seedlings. 


Planting Space for the Home Gardener—for the Commercial Grower 


How much room do Glads take? Actually not very much, but depends on what your ultimate aim is. 
If you want just some nice flowers to keep the house supplied they can be planted as close as five to the 
foot, and rows a foot apart. If you are growing for show purposes, give them a little more room, say 
4 to 6 inches apart. If planting small bulbs 10 or 12 to the foot is not too many as the bloom cannot be 
expected to be too large, but the bulbs should make stock for another year. Even at that, small bulbs 
given plenty of room can often make some spectacular spikes. 


Commercially the rows are spaced from 2 to 3 feet, usually 3 feet. If large bulbs are planted, four to 
the foot is not too many. At this rate 58,000 bulbs would be needed for one acre. Some stagger the 
bulbs in the row, giving each one more room or allowing for more to the acre.

It 
helps. We try to give orders some extras depending on the size of the order. 


PAYMENTS: Please send check, postal or express money order, or drafts. Do NOT send cash as 


it can easily be lost. If it is lost we could very well be accused, and we don’t want that.

SHIPMENT: All retail orders shipped to any place in continental United States will be shipped 
prepaid parcel post except those shipped C. O. D. All C. O. D. orders are sold F. O. B., Lima, 
N. Y. Orders outside of continental U. S., are shipped F. O. B., Lima, N. Y. 


WHOLESALE orders are shipped express collect unless otherwise specified, as express is insured against 
freezing. We ship as soon after January first as possible unless customer specifies otherwise. From 
March 15 to May 15th we are usually rushed and may delay shipment a few days. 


BULB SIZES: Bulbs are graded in six different sizes from No. 1 to No. 6—The largest size is No. 1 
which is 114 inches in diameter or over. No. 2 bulbs run from 1%4 inches to 114 inches with %4 inch 
variation in each size down to No. 6, which is 1% inch or under. These are all diameters. Do not be fooled 
by offers of bulbs sized by circumference. Gladiolus are usually sold by diameter. Retail lists are made 
up of Large, Medium and Small sizes. Large is No. 1 and No. 2 sizes; Medium No. 3 and No. 4; and 
Small No. 5 and No. 6. We always use the larger of the two sizes as long as they last. When they are gone 
we send the second size. If your order calls for Medium and you get part No. 3 and part No. 4, please do 
not write us about it, say we sent the wrong size. It is simply that we were out of the larger size so we 
sent the next size which is still Medium. You cannot depend on getting bulblets after May Ist. 


Medium size bulbs will bloom, although the spike will not usually have as many buds as the large size 
bulbs. Small size will bloom if they have a long season in which to grow. 


We list in our retail list 5 bulbs at the 10 rate, but we do not send less than the smallest quoted unit. 
If a variety is listed 2 bulbs for 20 cents, we will not send one bulb for 10 cents, as the clerical work, filling 
and packing orders will be too expensive. 


GUARANTEE: Above all, we take great pains to keep our stock absolutely true to name, but mistakes 
do happen in spite of all we can do. Let us know about them and we will try to make a satisfactory ad- 
justment. If you tell someone else we may never hear about it directly and cannot rectify our error. We 
have declared war on bulb diseases and feel confident we are winning the battle. Our program calls 
for thorough roguing, pre-planting and post-planting treatments of bulbs, dry kiln storage and hand work 
throughout. This adds to the labor cost materially, but we must do our utmost to give you the best we can. 


But we do not warrant in any way, expressed or implied, the contents or the description, quality, produc- 
tiveness, or any other matter of any seeds, bulbs or plant sold by us, and we will not in any way be 
responsible for the crop.

Dust And Spray For Insect Control 

We have found DDT to be the most effective 
material for control of thrips. It should be used as a 
dust at digging time and again at cleaning. During 
the growing season the plant should be dusted 
every 7-10 days from the time the plant is 6-10 inch- 
es high until the blooms open.

Gladiolus Care and Culture 
CULTURAL DIRECTIONS IN BRIEF 


Excellent blooms can be had if you follow these brief instructions. Gladiolus can be 
planted in any kind of soil where they will have full sunlight all day. No other plants or 
trees should be allowed to take their share of the moisture, sunlight or food. Good drain- 
age is essential. Water is necessary but Glads do not stand wet feet. 


Any good garden fertilizer is good if applied three times during the season. These 
times are (1) in the trench at planting time, (2) as a side dressing when the plants are 
about 6 inches high and again (3) just as the buds break through the sheath. A thorough 
watering with or just after the second side dressing will help materially in giving the 
spikes stretch. 


For Thrip protection dust with 5% DDT dust or spray with DDT-50W reduced with 
water to 5% strength. This should be done every week or ten days from the time the 
plants are up 6-10 inches until blooming time. If Aphis are present add Black Leaf 40 to 
your DDT solution or spray again using Black Leaf 40. 


When cutting blooms be sure to leave four good leaves on the plant to mature the bulb. 
Dig when the frost kills the top or about a month after the bloom is gone whichever 
comes first. Cut the tops off as close as possible to the bulb and store in paper bags or 
boxes not more than 4 inches deep. Dust with Spergon Gladiolus Dust at once to check 
Fusarium and other storage diseases. 5% DDT dust may be used at this time but Spergon 
Gladiolus Dust contains DDT as well as a fungicide. 


Dry in a cool airy place for two weeks or more or until the roots and old bulb can be 
easily removed. Clean (that is, remove the old bulb, roots and dirt but leave the husk on) 
and dust again with Spergon Gladiolus Dust or 5% DDT dust and put away for the winter. 
Cool, dry, airy storage is best. Be sure to dust all bulbs brought into your storage with 
either DDT or Spergon Glad Dust no matter what the source may be. 


Sort and discard any bulbs in the spring that show signs of disease or rot. Dip before 
planting in either New Improved Ceresan, Lysol, or Cresol Compound but plant as soon 
as possible while they are still wet. (Be sure to follow the formulas exactly, particularly 
if using N. I. Ceresan).

Tuberous Begonias, for growing either in pots or outdoors in a shady spot, should be 
started early in flats in damp peat moss or vermiculite in a warm place. Be sure to keep 
them warm and reasonably damp, not wet. As growth gets under way and good root action 
is in evidence, pot them up in 4 or 5 inch pots, or if the weather is warm, directly to the 
permanent beds. Potting is probably better and then later transferring to the beds. Where 
possible use two parts of good soil and manure, 2 parts leaf mold or peat moss and 1 
part sand. 3 lbs. of bone meal is very beneficial to a bushel of mixture.
